** It is not easy to convey the rare charm of this little story of a Roman Catholic 


priest in a Scottish town - but there's a contagious humor, a warmth of characterization, 
a whimsical awareness of .the foibles, the human weaknesses, the inconsistencies of the 
faith, while at the same time there's a profound undercurrent of belief not only in the 
tenets of Catholicism but in the basic values. There is nothing of fantasy here (as in 
his inimitable Father Malachy's Miracle) but the human picture of the priests and the nuns 
(French exiles) over a two generation span that encompasses two wars, and of their battle 
against the antagonisms of Scotch protestantism holds one interest, even through fairly 
long dissertations on dogma. It is the sheer goodness of Father Smith himself, and his 
battles with "the world, the flesh", that makes the story so poignant a one. There is 
something of the spiritual quality of Keys of the Kingdom - without the trimmings. There 
is an all-embracing tolerance, a friendliness that ignores race and creed; there is a 
sense of religion deeply experienced, wholly lived, abundantly shared. And at the close, 
Father Smith loses his life in saving the Blessed Sacrament from a bombed church. Not a 
book to be pigeon-holed for the religious market nor for the Catholic reader. A book in 
which everyone should find a message of faith and hope. I loved it, (July BOM)

The story 
hinges on the exchange of talk and personalities centering around the hardware store, 
guided by the ceaseless curiosity of the owner, Bart, and the incidents concerning the 
inhabitants of Barington provide a kaleidoscope that shifts from comedy, often low and 
primitive but always authentic, to sentiment, real, gentle and restrained, - this is the 
setting for a boy's initiation into the roots and meaning of his existence.

Not this time, a story of mushroom growth, but of gradual 
building around basic needs ~- shelter, livelihood, a school, a church - and of the conflict 
within the tiny community as to whether these values should be sacrificed to economic urge, 
symbolized by making the town a cattle town, with all that signified of violence and greed, 
The central figure is an Englishman, brought in boyhood, to an America that his boisterous, 
vital father saw as the promised land, that his mother and the children feared and dreaded, 
The period was the opening up of homesteading in Kansas - following the Civil War; and the.

The text - and it runs to book 
length - tells the story behind the pictures. He's been in the lines for over two years; 
the text and the pictures tell the people at home what war is like, - particularly in 
Italy, more recently in France - ‘his cartoons, his doughboy characters, Joe and Willie, 
have the vitality of true earthy humor, and the philosophy of hardship, suffering, laughte 
and the daily round at the front. This soldier can write - yes, as well as ‘he can draw, 
His word pictures are clear, crisp, ‘humorous, cynical, bitter, sympathetic, understanding. 
He doesn't get down to the intimate, personal closeuj;s that irnie Fyle did, he has a 
unique ability to translate the type into a personality. His dirty doughboys aren't a 
pretty picture, but even the sjueamish have learned to laugh with Joe and Willie, and now 
and again to share the hunger of heart, the loneliness, the suffering, the sacrifice.

A selection of writings of the Jews through the ages, which emphasize that "mun- 
dane, humane, ethical” aspects which Browne considers the "hallmark of Wisdom", Fart I 
is drawn from what we know as The Uld Testament, but Browne's editorial notes give one a 
feeling that the Scriptures were a part of a more or less continuous flow of Israel's 
utterances, - poetic, exhortatory, contemplative, etc. The Apocrypha too‘has been tapped, 
along with wisdom of early Rabbis, of Jews who'‘had come under Greek influence, on to 
Josephus ,that tortured man. Selections made from the New Testament are chosen for their 
essential Jewishness, whether the writers were Jesus, Faul or James. Fart IV is taken 
from the Talmudic Feriod, when homeless Jews were given the "how" of continued life and 
identity. Then followed the Medieval period, and cultural revolution; scholars were in- 
tent on reconciling Greek logic and Hebrew belief and eventually Christian ideas - this 
was Israel's Golden Age; philosophers, scholars, poets, religious teachers are represented. 
Then, with Turkish barbarism and Christian bigotry rampant, Jews turned inward again, to 
traditional lore, for 5CO years;- mysticism, the primacy of ethics, a certain classic 
wisdom persisted, despite violence of persecution, Forerunner of the modern period was 
Spinoza, who exercised extraordinary influence over subsequent development of thought. In 
the Hasidic tales of this period are bits of folklore paralleling folklore of other peoples 
other times. Came the modern period - the ghetto walls were down - many prominent Jews 
were Jewish solely through birth, their wisdom was of the world, But Browne ‘has found 
enough in Moses Mendelssohn and Heine, in Zangwill and Felix Adler, in Sholem Asch, to 
link today with yesterday. Fart of this section reflects the trend toward assimilation; 
toward Zionism; and three sections take cognizance of the practices of orthodox Jews, the 
ethics of conservative Jews, the prayers of liberal Jews....And so - through extracts from 
"the wisdom of the Jews", linked by Browne's revealing editorial notes, one gets a feeling 
of the vastness of the literature, the teachings, the philosophy, the agelessness of the 3 
faith of the Hebrews.
